The Fascist State. 


Signor Mussolini’s latest speech in the 
Chamber of Deputies at Rome marks a 
new stage in the growth of the Fascist 
State. He announces that the old Chamber 
of Deputies is about to disappear, and 
that it will be replaced by a new Parlia- 
ment, elected by the syndicalist corpora- 
tions. These corporations are the basis of 
the Fascist State. Every trade, profession 
and other branch of industrial or com- 
mercial activity in Italy is represented in 
every area by two syndicates, one of which 
is composed of workers and the other of 
employers. Every province has two Pro- 
vincial Federations, which in turn are 
represented on twelve National Federa- 
tions, six of which are chosen by each 
side. These, again, are reduced to two 
Confederations, which, finally, are re- 
sponsible to the Minister for Corpora- 
tions—namely, Signor Mussolini, who 
is the apex of the syndicalist pyramid, 
as he is the ‘apex of éverything else in 
Italy. Every member of these co. »ora- 
tions, whether he be master or. man, 
must be a Fascist. Nobody else is allowed 
to join any organisation. The new 
assembly, therefore, will be merely a body 
chosen from the Fascist hierarchy, and 
will have no independence of any sort. 
Ever since the start of the Fascist régime 
Signor Mussolini has had this ideal in 
his mind. Parliament, even in the 
absence of the Aventine opposition, has 
been an irksome check on Fascist rule; 
and the Duce has been determined to get 
rid of it at the first favourable oppor- 
tunity.. Now Parliament ‘will abolish 
itself decently and in order, and Fascism 
wil! tighten its already firm grip on the 
country. , | |

Signor Mussolini is ore 
of those leaders whose personal appeal is 
so great that they can carry almost any 
cause to triumph ; and his achievements in 
Italy have been remarkable. He has 
transformed the country from chaos into 
order. By his own efforts he has raiséd 
Italian industry to a position of eminence 
in Europe, and, although taxes are high, 
the national prosperity is water $2 
greater than it was when the Fascists 
decided to March on Rome five years ago. 
Nevertheless, students of Italian affairs 
are almost unanimous in their belief that 
the country cannot be governed per- 
manently by an autocracy. Italy has gne 
of the greaté&t traditions of Liberalism in 
the world. Those traditions persist, 
although they have been driven under- 
ground by the naked force of Fascigm, 
and sooner or later they will assert tham- 
selves. For the moment public opiniom in 
Italy has no meaning. The people are 
apathetic. An armed body of young raen, 
about one hundred thousand strong, rules 
the countryside with a ruthless rod, and 
the complete suppression of all democratic 
institutions has deprived the public off its 
only means of protest. A peaceful 
return to parliamentary government is 
almost impossible, and, in all probability, 
Fascism will have a prolonged leage of 
life, Certainly it has justified itself from 
the economic point of view; but a fpreat 
nation does not live by trade alone, and 
the loss of all personal liberty is too-high 


a price to pay for material wealth.

Dublin’s Civic Week. 

Last week Mr. Commissioner Muirphy 
unfolded, in an address to the Dublin 
Chamber of Commerce, plans which had 
been made for the “holding of a ‘Civic 
Week ” in Dublin. Yesterday, before the 
Dublin Rotary Club, Mr. Murphy retyrned 
to the project. For a week the capifal of 
the Imgh Free State will be en /féte. 
Householders and owners of business 
premises will be asked to assist in a 
general cleaning and decoration af the 
city. Social gatherings, sports, dramatic 
entertainments and exhibitions of Dwblin’s 
products will be held, and pageants will 
bring before the eyes of citizens, and of 
strangers visiting our shores, Dablin’s 
historic romance and proud civic tradi- 
tions. The scheme is attractive. Poperly 
executed, it ought to bring visitors to 
Dublin, to stimulate business, amd to 
arouse pride in the city and confidence in 
its future. The area which has come 
to be known as Greater Dublin offbrs, in 
its streets and alleys, its ruims, its 
antique buildings and novel structures, a 
palimpsest of Irish history. In Christ 
Church Cathedral the Danish crypt is 
surmounted by an apse with the semi- 
circular Norman arch. In. the complete 
fabric the successive periods of Gothic 
may be observed. So, too, the city itself 
is a medley of successive growths, all 
clearly differentiated. Here in an old 
world corner of a decayed neighbourhood 
are the crowsfoot gables of houses built 
by Huguenot weavers; here are the wide, 
severe and patrician lines of the chassical 
Georgian age. Recent history is written 
in new buildings of varying merit 
which whiten the city’s centre. . When 
the past thus is called to mind there 
spring to memory the names of men who 
flourished in a Dublin that was illustrious 
among capitals—Swift, the  visitin, 
Handel, Grattan, and noted servants of 
the arts and science nurtured án her 
academic halls. Public life in Dublin 
may lack the dignity of old days, as its 
people lack their former prosperity$ but a 
recollection of the past will excite aspira- 
tions for the future. Dublin’s lack of a 
public concert hall was discussed at yester- 
day's gathering. Here is a small. mpterial 
obstacle which forbids the recovery of 
Dublin’s name as a centre of musi¢al art 
and criticism. No one to-day 
Dublin, as men visit Prague from @istant 
lands, to enjoy its musical feasts, Mr. 
Murphy stated that among the exhibits 
planned for the proposed civic weelg wasa 
display of ‘‘ town-planning’’ maps and 
diagrams. This is an excellent praposal ; 
for not only is Dublin growing ‘to-day 
without a plan, but its people are ignorani 
of the very need or possibility of a plan. 
It will be interesting to see the City’ Com- 
missioners’ good intentions thus revealed 
in graphic manner, Dublin's past was 
dignified and illustrious. Its future, to be 
worthy of that past, mast not be Kft to 
fortune. It must be pursued with clear 
intention, in which citizens and © rulers 
share.

a percentage basis. In the first place, says 
the Chamber, the great majority of Traqui 
traders keep no books by which the 
Government could assess the tax due in 
proportion with their profits. In the next 
place, many merchants do an extensive 
trade on a very small basis of capital, and 
would be injured by an exposure of their 
financial position. In the third place, the 
Chamber frankly fears the danger of 
illegal exactions by corrupt officials. For 
all these reasons it beseeches the Govern- 
ment to confine the percentage system to 
limited companies, and to mulct the Iraqui 
tradesman and merchant in fixed taxes. In 
effect, the Chamber of Commerce, despite 
all the efficient modernity which that title 
suggests, invites a return to the poll-tax 
of the old Turkish régime. The latest 
forms of democratic government have been 
planted between the rivers, but in his re- 
luctance to disclose his total income to any 
tax-gatherer the Iraqui still belongs to the 
days of Haroun al Raschid. 


The Eternal Woman. 


At the annual conference of the 
Dickens Fellowship, in Birmingham, Miss 
A. Bennet spoke of the extraordinary 
change in the social life and activities of 
women since the time of Dickens. . Nowa- 
days women successfully maintain their 
right to compete in most of the profes- 
sions, trades and sports—a strange con- 
trast with the world of “ David Copper- 
field” and “Pickwick,” in ~ ‘ch they 
rarely were found outside the precincts of 
the home. Old Mrs. Wardle, in “ The 
| Pickwick Papers,’’ who really was not 
much over seventy, was thought to be fit 
only to sit in the chimney-corner and 
listen to ghost stories. On one of the 
few recorded occasions when she left the 
house for the garden it was to have her 
blood frozen by the harrowing revelation 
of the Fat Boy. The genius even of 
Dickens might have been baffled if he 
had been asked to describe Mrs. Wardle’s 
reply to a proposal that she should cross 
sea and land by air for some thousands of 
miles. In these days elderly ladies are 
not afraid of such a feat. —“ To-day,’’ 
Miss Bennet said, '“ ordinary women are 
rarer, and most of us are extraordinary 
in some way or other.” Old-fashioned 
people might be disposed to question 
whether the far greater range of careers 
now open to women makes for more in- 
dividuality in character and outlook; but 
certainly the task of the novelist is more 
dificult in what is no longer a man’s 
world. Jane Austen, an immediate pre- 
decessor of Dickens, did not find herself 
at all restricted in depicting ‘ the in- 
finite variety ” which “ age cannot stale 
nor custom wither.’” Miss Bennet’s name- 
sake in ‘Pride and Prejudice’’ was 
limited in recreation to a walk or a drive 
in the country, and, very occasionally, a 
dance given by the officers of the local 
garrison. Would it not be difficult, how- 
ever, to find in fiction or in real life any- 
one more vital or less “ordinary?”

THRUSHES AND MAGPIES. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Srr,—Your correspondent expresses wonder 

at the thrushes’ hustling away the magpies 
from the window-stool. The thrushes feared 
that the magpies would rob their nests or kill 
their young ones, and the magpies may have 
been of the gentler sort; for there certainly 
are magpies which do not attack chickens or 
ducklings. Some years ago in this neighbour- 
hood there were large, fierce ma » which 
took any unfortunate ducks or chic within 
their reach, and naturally got ves ex- 
terminated for their evil deeds. The magpies 
which have taken their place here are quite 
small and have not been found guilty of any 
murders so far, are here for several 
years. A pair come to the windows for 
crumbs, and will even light beside a cat. I 
saw them save a thrush from a hawk which 
was pursuing it and had evidently struck at 
it; for feathers were flying when the magpies 
dashed at the hawk. The thrush escaped. 

Many interesting letters have appeared in 
your columns on the subject of birds, and I 
trust that the appeal —— the shooting of 
young rooks will bear fruit this season, and 
that all sportsmen will refrain from this very 
unsporting form of gun practice. The plan of 
scattering poison for '“crows” ought not to 
be tolerated unless in very exceptional circum- 
stances and in expert hands. Numbers of 
valuable poultry, as well as cats and dogs, 
are poisoned by pieces dropped by birds. 
Strychnine, which is sometimes used, is a 
most deadly menace to a neighbourhood. 
Surely a farmer has no right to throw about 
poison on his land, thus end ing his 
neighbour’s live-stock, even if he likes to risk 
his own. 

To return to a pleasant subject—was there 
ever a better season of bird song? I have 
never heard so many larks, blackbirds and 
thrushes, and a goodly chorus of the smaller 
songsters. In the advertising of Ireland as a 
tourist resort its bird music should not be 
forgotten for April, May and June.—Yours,

ARMED ATTACK IN

MR. JASPER TUITY 
THREATENED. 


At a Special Court in Boyle yesterday 
Mr. Jasper Tully, ex-M.P., described an 
armed attack which was made on him, in 
connection with which Patrick Mulooly, 
of Kiltrustan, Co. Roscommon, and John 
Leavy, Scramogue, stated to be ex-officers 
of the Free State Army, were arrested 
and brought before the Court. They were 
remanded on bail to the next District 
Court 

VICTIM’S STORY. 

Mr. Tully stated. in evidence, that the 
two accused men entered the Herald works 
just after the staff had left. They met 
witness at the entrance door and invited 
him inside. They said that they had 
something very secret to communicate to 
him. Having gone inside they, became 
violent and caught hold of witness, saying 
that the attitude of the Roscommon 
Herald on the elections would be a matter 
of life or death for him. Mr. Tully said. 
that he was not a candidate, and was 
taking no part in the elections. He freed 
himself from their grasp and went into 
the street. They followed, again gripped 
him, and drew revolvers. One of them 
pressed a revolver against his ribs. A 
crowd collected, and the accused men 
knocked down two bystanders. Witness | 
was rescued by a friendly bystander, and 
he rushed into a neighbouring house. 

REVOLVERS. 

The two defendants followed him and 
dragged him out again on the street, 
brandishing their revolvers and swearing 
that they would swing for him. Mr. 
Tully went ‘nto an adjoining house, and 
the accused men again followed him. A 
sergeant of the Civic Guard and a 
detective then arrived on the scene. 

Superintendent Keyes said that he had 
no objection to the defendants being 
allowed out on their own bail until the 
District Court. 

Mr. Tully protested, and said that his 
firm were engaged on an official contract 
from the Stationery Office, printing ballot 
papers; and that if attacks like this were 
tolerated, it would be impossible to carry 
out the work, and some constituencies 
would be left without ballot papers.

ENDORSEMENT OF LICENCES. 
The law is fundamentally altered in re- 


ably the value of the premises. Under the 
new Act there is a limit to the life of an 
endorsement—five years for the first one, 
seven for the second, and ten for the third. 
Three endorsements within any one of the 
three periods involve the extinction of the 
licence, but the attachment of a definite 
lifetime to an endorsement gives the trader 
an opportunity of starting afresh with a 
clean sheet.

The Act, as introduced, made St. Patrick s 
Day the same as Sundays, while the 1924 
Act closed licensed premises to all except 
bona fide travellers. An amendment to 
the new measure introduced in the Senate 
provides for complete closing on the 
national holiday, thus putting an end for 
one day, at least, to the farce of the 
bona fide traveller.

25TH DEATH IN. H.A.F. 
MISHAPS THIS YEAR. 


Flying-Officer Horace Miller, aged 5, 
died last evening in Peterborough In- 
firmary from injuries received in a forced 
landing near Wittering Aerodrome yes- 
terday, this making the twenty-fifth death 
as the result of R.A.F. crashes this year.

When about 250 feet from the ground the 
aeroplane fell. 

Horbern was taken to the Central Fly- 
ing School Hospital, and last night was 
stated to be in a serious condition.

“We want our relationship with other 
nations based, not on a meeting of 
said Mr. Coolidge. ‘It is the settled 
policy of our Government to deal with 
other nations, not on the basis of force 
and compulsion, but on the basis of under- 
standing and good-will. While we wish 
for peace everywhere, it is our desire that 
it should be, not a peace imposed by 
America, but a peace established by each 
nation for itself.” 

The President, who is going to review 
the American Navy at Hampton Roads 
later im the week, did not, however, 
depreciate the necessity of being prepared 
in a military sense. He paid a glowing 
tribute to all those, dead or living, who 
have devoted their lives to the profession 
of arms, and added:—‘“We could no 
more dispense with our military forces 
than we could dispense with our police 
forces, While we are firmly convinced 
that it is altogether practical and possible 
by international covenants to limit them 
in size, to consent to their abolition would | 
be to expose ourselves first to aggression 
and finally to destruction.’’ 


PRIDE WITHOUT ARROGANCE. 


“While pride in our country ought. to 
be the American attitude,” the President 
went on, “it should not include any 
spirit of arrogance or contempt towards 
other hations. All people have poitts of 
excellence, and are justly entitled to the 
honourable consideration of other nations. 
“Our conduct will be dictated, not in 
accordance with the will of the strongest, 
but in accordance with the judgments of 
righteousness. It is in accordance with 
this policy that we have sought to discon- 
tinue the old practice of competition in 
armaments, and cast our influence on the 
side of reasonable limitations. We wish 
to discard the element of force and com- 
pulsion in international agreements and 
conduct, and to rely on reason and law. 
We recognise that in the present state 
of the world this is not a vision which 
will be immediately realised; yet little 
by little, step by step, in every practical 
way, we should show our determination 
to press on towards this mark of our 
high calling. : 


NAVAL LIMITATION. 


“Our Government has recently been 
attempting to proceed in accordance with 
these principles in China, Nicaragua and 
Mexico, and in inviting Japan and Great 
Britain to participate in the Three-Power 
Naval Limitations Conference. 

“While the “foreign relations of this 
country are becoming more and more im- 
portant and constitute. a field to which 
it will be necessary for our people and 
Government to devote more attention, 
yet it is domestic affairs -which must 
always take precedence. Nations which 
are torn by dissension and discord, which 
are weak and inefficient at home, have 
little standing and influence abroad. Even 
the blind do not choose the blind to lead 
them. 

“Foreign peoples are certainly going 
to seek assistance only from those who 
demonstrate their capacity to maintain 
their own affairs efficiently. If we desire 
to be an influence in order and law, in 
tranquillity and good-will in the world, 
we must be determined to make sufficient 
sacrifices to live by these precepts at 
home. We can be a moral force in the 
world only to the extent that we establish 
morality in our own country.”

VISIT OF SIR THOMAS 
LIPTON’S YACHT. 


An interesting visitor to Kingstown 
Harbour is Sir Thomas Lipton’s famous 
racing cutter Shamrock, which put in on 
her way up from the Solent to the Clyde 
late last evening, and tied up to one of the 
hauling buoys off St. Michael’s Wharf. 

She is again in charge of Captain Syca- 
more, and at the moment is one of the out- 
standing features in the harbour, the 
height of her pole mast at once catching 
the eye. 

This particular Shamrock must not be 
confounded with her owner’s America Cup 
challengers. These latter have been dis- 
tinguished by the numerals attached to 
their names—viz., Shamrock I., Shamrock 
II., etc. The present Shamrock is the 23 
metres cutter, built to the restrictions and 
in conformity with the ideas contained in 
the International Rating Rule. She has, 
however, been used as a trial boat for the 
later Shamrocks, and was in American 
waters for that purpose at the outbreak of 
the war in 1914. 

She may be a trial boat again for 
her owner's next challenge—is there not a 
race for the Cup promised for next year ?— 
but in the meantime, and, as always, she 
is one of the bulwarks of what is known 
as the “ big boats’’ in the yacht racing 
world. 

Her bright green topsides are as well 
known at Kingstown and in Dublin Bay 
as is her skipper himself. One of the

BRITISH NOTE 
TO EGYPT. 
NO TIME LIMIT. 


EGYPTIAN ARMY’S 
POSITION. 


HE British Government has ad- 
dressed to the Egyptian Govern- 
ment a Note, presented yesterday by 
the High Commissioner, Lord Lloyd, 
to Sarwat Pasha, on the subject of 
Army administration in Egypt. 
The Note, which is moderate in 
its terms, aims at the elucidation of 
some serious misunderstandings 
which have arisen in regard to the 
Egyptian Army during the last few 
years. 
The immediate occasion for the 
Note is the decision of a Committee 
ofthe Egyptian Parliament to recom- 
mend the suppression of credits for 
the Sirdar. 
Until the murder of Sir Lee Stack in 
1924, the Egyptian Army (says The Times) 
was under the command and the recog- 
nised control of a British Sirdar. No one 
was appointed to succeed Sir Lee Stack. 
The execution of his functions fell upon 
his assistant, Huddleston Pasha, and was 
later delegated to the Inspector-General, 
Spinks Pasha, who became Acting Sirdar. 
The new position of Spinks Pasha as 
Acting Sirdar has never been formally 
recognised by the Egyptian Government,

the Egyptian Delegation to the British 
Government in 1921; and, on the other 
hand, that, even if it did come within the 
declaration, British control of the 
Egyptian Army is incompatible with 
Ministerial responsibility to the Egyptian 
Parliament. 
That the Egyptian Army did not specifi- 
cally come up for discussion in those con- 
versations is, however, not surprising, 
seeing that at that time the Egyptian 
Army was under British control, the 
Sirdar was not murdered until November, 
1924, and the portion of it stationed in 
Egypt was fewer than 2,500 men, and that 
the very nature of the reserved points 
whereby the independence of Egypt was 
limited, rendered such specific mention 
unnecessary. 
No sane man reading the British de- 
claration could, indeed, agree for one 
moment that Great Britain, having under- 
taken the defence of Egypt against out- 
side aggression, the safeguarding of im- 
perial communications and the protection 
of foreign interests in Egypt, could re- 
main indifferent to the condition or the 
fate of so important an organisation 
within the country as the Egyptian Army. 


RIGHT OF DECISION, 

In effect, under the declaration Great 
Britain clearly retained the right of de- 
cision in respect of the reserved points in 
default of an agreement, as well as a 
degree of control, in order to ensure the 
observance of the status quo of the re- 
served matters in the meantime.

STAMPING OF INSURANCE 
i CARDS. 

One of the border a et unsolved 
was referred to at the Strabane Petty 
Sessions yesterday, when the question as 
to whether employers in Northern Ireland 
should stamp the insurance cards of employés 
working in the North, but residing in the 
Free State, was considered. 

The prosecution was brought by the 
Northern Ireland Minister of Labour against 
Messrs. A. Gallazher, Ltd., Strabane, in re- 
spect of their failure to stamp the insurance 
cards of Miss Elisabeth Quinn, Lifford, 
Birn 8th March, 1926, and the Ist May, 


Mr. W. J. McCaughey. deputy chief in- 
spector, prosecuted, and Mr. Thomas Elliott 
defended. 

Mr. McCaughey said that Miss Quinn was 
a clerk in the defendant's employment, and 
was paid a weekly wage, but her cards were 
not stamped. It was not a case of neglect, 
but the defendants were labouring under 
an imaginary grievance, and were willing to 
pay the contributions when the Court ordered 
them to do so. 

Miss Quinn gave evidence as to being in 
the defendants’ employment, and of her cards 
not being stamped. 

+ “88IDENT IN DONEGAL. 

In reply to Mr. Elliott, she said that she 
resided in Lifford,.Co. Donegal, and came to 
her employment in Strabane each day. 

Mr. Elliott said that the defendants set up 
the case that they were not liable. They 


stopped the stamping deliberately, and gave 


notice to that effect to the Ministry. 
Mr. MeCaughey said that so far as the 
Minjstry of Labour was concerned they had 


been studying this question for five years, 


but the stumbling block between the two 


countries ‘was the discrepancy between the 
contributions, and. the benefits, If Mr.

of the Government in the country. 

THE RELIGIOUS ELEMENT. 

As a complement to the control of the 
Omdas, was the control of the religious 
element, which, in a country like Egypt, 
has a good deal of influence in internal 
affairs, and for this purpose legislation 
was introduced to bring religious estab- 
lishments and endowments more directly 
under the Cabinet. 

The last essential part of this far-reach- 
ing plan for domination was the control 
of the Army, which certain Zaghlulist 
ciréles openly hoped would assist them | 
in their anti-dynastic movement. To 
secure this control it was necessary either 
to eliminate the British officers or com- 
pletely to undermine their influence and 
authority. 

AUTHORITY UNDERMINED. | 

The Zaghlulists were unable entirely to 
get rid of the British element in the 
army, but its authority was -greatly 
circumseribed, and to-day the Egyptian 
Army may be regarded as being well on 
the way to becoming an important poli- 
tical machine. Every student of history 
knows what that means in the end, and, 
even if from the very reason. of its 
character, the Egyptian’ Army did not 
come tpso facto within the scope of the 
declarations. :
